Claim 1 is a recording medium which lacks 
a functionality because there is no relation between the information and any computer system. Further, Applicant argues that Katz fails to 
teach a remake content made based on at least one original content and copyright information corresponding to the remake content, the 
copyright information including original copyright information which, when processed by an apparatus, causes the apparatus to identify at 
least a copyright owner of the original content, and remake copyright information which, when processed by the apparatus, causes the 
apparatus to identify at least a maker of the remake content. Examiner respectfully disagrees and would like to apologize for the 
inadvertent typo which pointed to Katz, Col. 42-67, the proper citation is Katz Col. 6 Lines 42 - 67. Katz teaches all limitations in Claim 1. 
Katz teaches remake information by creating a preview clips cut from the original. The copyright information for the remake and original 
information are the same since the remade portion is cut from an orginal. Katz teaches that all digital information in his invention has 
information that was used to process the digital file (Katz, Col. 6 Lines 42 - 67).
